GENUINE ANECDOTE, 


Of Dean Sw ft. 


DR. SACHEVEREL, in confequence of a moft 
inflammatory fermon, preached before the Lord 
Mayor, @n November 5, 1709, was impreached at 
the bar of the Houfe of Lords, in the name of the 
Commons of Great Britain, for high crimes and 
mifiemeanours, &c. Having been tried before the 
Lords, and found guilty, he was filenced for the 
fpace of three years, and his fermon was condemn- 


ed to be burnt by the hands of the common hang- 
man, which fentence was rigidly executed. 

' When this affair was over, the minifiry took ve- 
ry little notice of him, and treated him with great 
indifference; but upon the rectory of St. Andrew’s, 
Holborn, being vacant, the Doétor applied to them 
for that living, but they paid no regard to his {o- 
licitation. Upon which he wrote to Dr. Smith, 
with whom he had a very flender acquaintance, to 
regueft his intereft with the government for that 
parith; and fet forth how much he had faffered fur 
them and their canfe. Dr. Swift immediately car- 
ried this letter to Lord Bolingbroke; then Secreta. 
ry of State, who railed much at Sacheverel, calling 
him a bufy intermeddling fellow, a prig, and an in- 
cendiary, who had fet the kingdom in a flame, 
which could not be extinguifhed, and therefore de- 
ferved cenfure inftead of a reward. To which 
Swift replied, “‘ True, my Lord, but let me tell 
you a ftory. Ina fea-fight in the reign of Charles 
Il. there was a very bloody engagement between 
the Dutch and the Englith fleets; in the brat of 
which a Scotch feaman was very feverely bit ky a 
loufe in bis neck, which he canght, and ftoopin 
down to crack it between his rails, many of the 
failors near him had their heads taken of by a 
chain-fhot from the enemy, which fcattered their 
brains and bleod about him. On this he had com- 
pafion upon the poor loufe, returned him te his 
place, and bid him live there at diferction; for as 
he had faved his life, he was bonnd in gratitude to 
fave his.” The recital of this threw Lord Boling- 
broke into a fit of laughter, who when it war over, 
faid, “‘ The loufe thal! have the living for your fte- 
ry ;” and fooa after Sacheverel was prefeuted with it.
